The News points out that Russia, greatest spender in the 
armament race, will spend over $5,000,000,000 this year as com- 
pared to $00,000,000 in 1953—more than sixteen times the 1933} 
figure. Included in the cost are the puiiding of a vast railway 
system, new roads, munitions factories and a gigantie air force. | 

Germany is not far behind Russia, but both these countries 


were far behind other European nations when the armanment 
race began. In the last two years it is said Japan has come up 
to third place ng spenders for armaments— 
and her armament bill this year will nearly reach $2,000,000,000 
—nearly seven times her 1933 cost, 

France, Great Britain and the United States rank next for 
huge armament expenditures each 
600,000,000 a year in the name of national defense, about two 
to three times as much as in 1933. Coneluding its article the 
United States News Says:

‘Great Britain and the United States have doubled 
their spending for national defense and devoted much of 
the increase to navies, as befits their particular problems 
of defense. 

“The British now are pouring nearly half a billion dol 
lars into the development of the Royal Air Force. 

‘“Modern military strategists conceive of an air force 
as the best defense against air raids. <A defensive air force 
can intercept or divert the attention of an attacking air 
force. Also, the construction of impregnable fortifications 
in Europe has led to the building of air forces to leap over 
what cannot on the ground, 

Armament expenditures of the United States are now 
at the record peace-time total of a billion dollars. Appro 
priations have been stepped up gradually to keep pace with 
foreign powers. Expenditures for the Navy have inereas- 
ed faster than expenditures for the Army. Congress pass- 
ed a special billion dollar naval bill last session with indi- 
cations that most of the money would be spent in the Pa-

What a wonderful thing it 
would be if all the world powers could reach an agreement 
and stick to it—limiting and equalizing armaments and redue- 
ing such expenditures many billions of dollars, thus relieving 
the people of the huge cost of such things and enabling the na- 
tions to balance their budgets and promote prosperity through- 
out the world,

If, however, your lawn is older | 
and has much Bermuda grass, it | 
fs advisable to renovate as soon 
as the hottest weather is over. 
You have noticed that through 
the cold winter months it is almost 
impossible to keep Bermuda grass | 
green, for it stops growing and 


dull the color of the lawn. To ov- 
ercome this, the easiest and cheap- 
out the Bermuda grass and sow 
new seed. 
HOW TO DO IT 

Use either a Bermuda grass 
rake or a power renovator but be 
sure you get out all the long run- 


| ners, Next, sow the seed using just 


half the amount required fora new 


| lawn. Blue grass may be mixed or 
| rye grass may be used alone for 
| the reseeding. 


Rake the seed in 
and then cover the surface lightly 
with good manure which is fre 
from weed seed.
